To Whom This Annual Town Report is Dedicated 
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Letter Of Transmittal 


It is with pleasure that I submit to the Citizens of Mapleton 
my third report as Town Manager. 

This is the first year we have operated entirely on appropria- 
tions and miscellaneous credits. In previous years we have had 
unexpended balances carried forward which, during the past five 
years, amounted to between $5,000 and $10,000. Our Auditor recom- 
mended that these unexpended balances be put into the Surplus 
Account instead of carrying them forward. 

By turning this money into the Surplus Account, we were able 
to take $9,079.00 from that account to apply on the purchase of our 
new F.W.D. truck. This amount together with the $8,000.00 appro- 
priation made up our cost of the new truck and plow. The price of 
this equipment was $21,391.00 and we were allowed $4,312.00 for 
trade-in on our 1945 Oshkosh. The highway maintenance men are 
very pleased with this new truck and its efficient operation. This 
department needs a sweeper plow for the International truck to be 
used for light storms. 

It would appear to be a good idea to set up a Tarring program 
and raise additional money each year for Tar. We have some well 
constructed pieces of dirt road that could be tarred which would 
eliminate dust control and grader maintenance. 

In our warrant this year is an article for Equipment Reserve. 
By appropriating some money each year this would alleviate the 
need for appropriating a large sum in one year when a piece of 
equipment needs replacing. The Highway Department will be 
needing a replacement of the front-end loader in the near future. 
More economical work could be accomplished with a larger ma- 
chine. The Fire Department has a 1946 Chevrolet truck which will 
need replacing within a few years. 

I wish to thank the various departments, Selectmen and citi- 
zens for their support and cooperation throughout the year. Much 
credit is due Eva McPherson for the preparation of this Town Re- 
pert. Without her capable assistance, such a report would have 
been impossible to compile. _

“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give season- 
able notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifications in 
some public place in town, or shall notify them, in such other way, 
as the town directs, to make and bring in to them true and per- 
fect lists of their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not 
by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 
ist day of April of the same year. If any resident owner after such 
notice, or any non-resident owner after being personally requested 
thereto ‘by the assessors does not bring in such list, he is thereby 
barred of his right for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers 
such list with his application and satisfies them that he was un- 
able to offer it at the appointed time. The request upon non-resi- 
dent owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail direct to the 
last known address of the tax-payer or given by any other method 
that brings notice home to the taxpayer.” 


Chapter 81, Section 35, R. S. 1944 


Notice To Veterans Desiring Exemptions 


No exemptions on polls and estates shall be allowed in favor 
of any person who is not a legal reSident of the State, and provided 
that any male or female veteran, or blind person who desires to 
secure exemptions shall, on or before the first day of April, notify 
in writing the assessors of the cities, towns and plantations in 
which he or she resides, and furnish proof of entitlement, and 
thereafter said assessors shall grant such exemptions while so 
qualified.

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Annual Report of Public Health Nurse 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the health 
of individuals and families living in a community. An organized 
pregram for public health is one that offers those individuals and 
families every possible chance of living and enjoying life, free from 
the handicaps of preventable disease and disability. In more for- 
mal terms, the objective of a public health program is to bring to 
all the people the benefits of modern medical and related sciences 
including the care and rehabilitation of the sick and disabled, the 
promotion of healthful living. and prevention and control of 
disease. 

A number of people are involved in the attaining of this ob- 
jective. All together they make up a “health team.” The public 
health nurse is an essential member of this team. She shares in 
planning and action with other workers in the fields of health, 
education, and welfare; with physicians, hospitals, clinics; with 
school personnel; with citizen groups. One of her important func- 
tions is coordination with the others involved to provide public 
health services to individuals, families, and community. Citizens 
of the community are also essential members of the health team. 
Alert to the health needs of their community, taking their share of 
responsibility to meet these needs, their contribution as health 
workers is indispensable to the effectiveness of the public health 
program. A vital, dynamic, working “health team” in the local 
community strengthens the public health not only of that com- 
munity. but also of the State and the Nation. 

Public Health Nursing Services have been rendered on a limit- 
ed basis during 1960. These have included control of tuberculosis 
and care of children under the State Maternal and Child Health 
and Crippled Children’s Program. 

Plans are being made to increase public health nursing ser- 
vices in the coming year. Additional nurses will be recruited to 
service the central section of Aroostook County. They will work out 
of our Caribou office. We are hoping that this plan can be success- 
fully implemented early in 1961.

55 children were considered to have clean teeth, free from 
food debris and stains. 

27 children ‘had received all necessary dental corrections at 
the time of examination. 

Active dental decay was found in 38 children — just per- 
manent teeth. 

47 children were found to have fillings in their baby and 
permanent teeth.

The books and records of School Administrative District No. 2 
have been audited by Chester M. Kearney and Company, Presque 
Isle. A) copy of their audit report is on file at the office of the 
Superintendent. 

It is now the beginning of the sixth year that we have been 
on a double session arrangement in the Mapleton school building. 
Besides this the school population in the District has been in- 
creasing at a rate of about three per cent a year. This increase 
necessitates, on the average, the addition of one teacher a year to 
our faculty. However, this addition to the faculty ‘becomes more 
difficult as we have used up all the rooms in our physical plant. 

In order to improve our school situation it will require the 
completion of a building program. Due to litigation it has been 
impossible to finance such a program. Because of this the town 
officials of the six towns have taken the matter of dissolution of 
the District to the State Legislature. The decision of the Legisla- 
ture is expected sometime during this current session. 

My sincere thanks to the teachers, town officials, citizens and 
school directors for their cooperation and support.

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Letter of Transmittal 


It is with pleasure that I submit to the citizens of Maple- 
ton my fourth report as Town Manager. 


In March, 1962, I will have completed ten years of service 
at the Town Office. I would like, at this time, to thank the 
townspeople for the kindness and respect they have shown 
me. Your faith in me as your Town Manager has been reas- 
suring. 

All of the Town Officials and co-workers have been very 
cooperative in helping me fulfill my duties. Eva McPherson 
has been extremely helpful to me during the past years. 
These past four years that I have been Town Manager she 
has come into the office on a moment’s notice when I have 
had to go out and she has spent numerous hours each year com- 
piling material for the town report. Without her untiring as- 
sistance we wouldn’t be able to present you with such a fine 
town report. Many thanks to Eva, the road crew, Selectmen 
and all others for their support. 

Considering the poor economy of this area, I think we did 
verv well on tax collections this past year. Our delinquent 
list is higher this year than it has been for several years but 
this was expected because of the critical farming situation. 

We have made inquiry as to estimated costs of a profes- 
sional re-valuation of the town. Cole-Layer-Trumble Co. in 
Portland gave an estimate of $8,500.00 subject to the avail- 
ability of adequate tax maps. The James W. Sewall Co. of 
Orono gave an estimate of $7,000.00 for a complete set of tax 
maps. 

The Budget Commitee agreed that because of the poor 
potato price, this wouldn’t be the year to finance a re-valua- 
tion program. The Committee has, however, recommended 
$500.00 extra in the Town Officers Account to pay the Asses- 
sors for extra time to be spent in equalizing taxes. They have 
also recommended $500.00 extra in the Incidental Account 
which would allow hiring some outside experienced help, etc. 
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to work with the Assessors. This should result in a satisfac- 
tory solution for the present time until we can afford a pro- 
fessional re-valuation. 

Our school budget is $3,433. lower than last year and if 
the town votes to accept all of the Budget Committee recom- 
mendations, our commitment will be slightly less than last 
year.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


The general purpose of public health nursing is to help 
people and the community as a whole to achieve and main- 
tain optimal health. Your public health nurse carries out this 
purpose by giving preventive, therapeutic, and rehabilitative 
services to individuals and families in their homes; through 
organized community programs for prevention of illness and 
promotion of health. 

Public health nursing service has been resumed in 
Mapleton in 1961 after several years of only limited service. 

Home visits are the core of the public health nurses ac- 
tivities. Visits are made to, or in behalf of, adults and child- 
ren who need help with planning or carrying out recommen- 
dations for medical care. 

The Divisions for Crippled Children’s Services and Ma- 
ternal and Child Health of the Department of Health and 
welfare sponsored six crippled children’s clinics and three 
pediatric clinics in Presque Isle during 1961. Admissions to 
these clinics are made through referrals by the family phy- 
sician. 

Would 1962 be a good year to reorganize the Health 
Council in Mapleton? A successful public health nursing pro- 
gram depends largely upon the interest and support of the 
local people. Through organized group effort the public 
health nurse can give better professional services and help 
in developing community health programs.

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Report on Mouth Health Project 
JULY — 1961 


To the Towns of Mapleton, Chapman, Castle Hili: 

For the tenth year the annual sodium fluoride project 
has recently been carried out by a registered dental hygienist 
from the Division of Dental Health. The program was com- 
pleted in 14 days. 

This program included school chiidren entering this 
fall’s grades 2, 5 and 8, also the preschool children of 39-48 
months. There were 92 school and 18 pre-school children. 

Mouth examinations of these 110 children revealed sev- 
eral interesting facts: 

1. Of the 110 all but 11 were able to compiete the neces- 
sary four applications of sodium fluoride. 

2. 40 (386%) stated they made regular six months dental 
visits. 

3. Of the 1007 first teeth present in the children’s 
mouths at examination: 258 (25%) are actively decaying; 129 
teeth have been filled. 

4. Of the 1448 permanent teeth that had so far erupted, 
15 teeth (1%) had already been extracted because they were 
so badly decayed they could not be repaired. 

). Of the remaining 1433 permanent teeth examined: 
156 (10%) are actively decaying; 170 are filled. 

6. 34 children had no visible signs of active tooth decay. 
In July of 1952 your first project: 

a. 87 children were examined and all but 7 were able tu 
complete. 

b. 28 (82%) of the children stated they went to the den- 
tist regularly every six months. 

c. 24 (28%) of the children had no visible signs of ac- 
tive tooth decay. 

d. Of the 87 children examined there were 60 (69%) 
who had actively decaying deciduous teeth. 

e. 5 children (14%) who had 23 filled deciduous teeth. 

f. Of the 87 children who had permanent teeth the fol- 
lowing was observed: 15 teeth had been extracted; 258 teeth 
were actively decaying; 108 teeth had been filled. 
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Total 381 teeth had been or were decayed 36% of erupt- 
ed permanent teeth. 

Taking into consideration the above observations there 
is apparently less dental decay (approximately 36% reduc- 
tion in the permanent teeth) now than there was in July of 
1952. However, some dental care is still apparently needed. 
Regularity of dental care plays an important part in mouth 
health. | 

This annual program has shown improvement each year 
and certainly is a credit to those who have given cooperation 
and assistance. 

The dental hygienist wishes to thank all that have made 
the program a success.

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Letter of Transmittal 


To the Citizens of the Town of Mapleton: 

For the fifth consecutive year as your Town Manager, 
it becomes my duty and privilege to present a report of 
the transactions of your Town affairs. 

A great change was made in tax assessments this past 
year. A lot of time was spent on field work, each building 
was inspected and measured and this information recorded 
on individual property assessment cards. A card file was 
also set up for personal property. Farm machinery and 
watercraft were taxed this year. Values were assessed at 
100% of actual value. Some taxes went up and some went 
down but with the present system, I feel it is more equai 
than it has been for years. 

Our Winter Road account was considerably overdrawn 
because of so much snow. We have had from three to five 
men nearly full-time. They have done an excellent job in 
keeping cur roads and streets cleared of snow. We replaced 
the Oliver OC3 tractor with an International 4€0 industrial 
tractor with a snow bucket, a gravel bucket, and a back- 
hoe attachment. This machine has seen a lot of use on 
the Main Street loading snow for removal. A new Sand 
Shed was built on the Pulcifur Road by the highway men 
from Mapleton and Castle Hill. Both towns stockpile their 
Winter Sand in this shed. Mapleton has 600 yards of sand 
and 35 tons of salt this year. 

We constructed 2200 feet on the River Road with our 
State Aid money this past summer. We also built .6 of a 
mile on the Pulcifur Road with our Town Road Improve- 
ment fund. Both of these road projects had three applica- 
tions of tar. 

Our Support of Poor account was overdrawn this year 
but we have been very fortunate in this department in 
keeping the amount down. We issued Surplus Foods dur- 
ing the past year from February to September. During 
that period we distributed the following: 1116 lbs. rolled 
wheat; 384 cans peanut butter; 1008 cans chopped meat; 
608 lbs. butter; 72 cans dried eggs; 4536 lbs. boxes powdered 
milk; 1104 lbs. lard; 2175 lbs. cornmeal; 5400 lbs. flour; 
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$12 lbs. rice; 1104 lbs. dry beans; 750 lbs. cheese. We have 
begun to distribute these foods again beginning in Febr- 
uary. It is hard to visualize the amount of time this pro- 
gram takes and I have been criticized many times for one 
thing or another in regards to this program. We have the 
application forms at the office and after filling out one of 
these, we can determine whether or not you are eligible 
for these foods. I do not set up any rules myself, I receive 
all of my instructions from the Department of Health and 
Welfare, Augusta. I follow these instructions and try to 
be extra careful as all of my records are subject to inspec- 
tion from both State and Federal officials. I plan to 
arrange my schedule so that one day a month, the surplus 
foods will be distributed from the Town Office. All eligible 
persons will be notified when to pick up their allotments. 

As most of you know, we moved the Town Office into 
a new building which is located East of the Esso station. 
This building is owned by Delance & Carl Lovley and 
also houses an office for themselves and the State Seed 
Inspection Office. We have a modern office and a confer- 
ence room which is also large enough to store supplies 
and records. Surplus Foods will be distributed from the 
basement of this building. There is a rear entrance which 
will be used for this purpose. 

The Selectmen appointed eleven men to serve on a study 
committee for planning for the town. This group has held 
several mectings with the Selectmen and representatives 
of the Department of Economic Development, the James 
W. Sewall Co., and the Soil Conservation District. Plan- 
ning of a town is getting to be a necessity if there are to 
be any controls over building and expansion. A building 
ordinance would be of great help to the Assessors. There 
are many more ordinances which would be for the best 
interest of the Town. An area which would require a lot 
of planning is the proposed North Branch Stream Water- 
shed project. If this lake is realized, the area surrounding 
the lake must be planned and zoned so the area 
won’t become an undesirable place. The Selectmen will 
be apvointing a five member Planning Board soon and 
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their purpose will be to determine what we need for plan- 
ning and to draw up ordinances. These ordinances would 
have to be approved at a Town Meeting before they become 
effective. 

At a special town meeting, the Selectmen were author- 
ized to employ the James W. Sewall Co. to conduct a survey 
on both a water supply and a sewerage system. We have 
asked for application forms for ‘702’ federal funds for 
this survey but they haven’t arrived at this time. We have 
also discussed with the Sewall Co. the advantages of 
having Comprehensive Planning for our town. Both of 
these studies are very important. It would take too much 
space to go into detail on these studies but if you would 
like to know more about them, drop into the office and we 
will be glad to go over them with you. 

One item that I wish to call to your attention is Excise 
Tax. This year we have been very busy writing excise taxes 
while preparing town report material. It is unfortunate 
that the registrations expire at the same time we are 
closing the books. It might be advisable to close the books 
on January 31 to avoid some of the rush. One thing that 
would help, at this particular time of the year, would he 
to bring your old registration with you or the number of 
the previous year’s receipt. Also if you want an estimate 
of the excise tax, please call the office before February 1st. 

We held four Immunizations Clinics this past year with 
181 children from Mapleton receiving shots. The Mapleton 
Lionettes have agreed to supervise the clinics for the con)- 
ing year. The Town has to pay any expenses for the 
Doctor, vaccine and supplies. We also plan to sponsor the 
Sodium Fluoride Program again this summer. 

Our last year’s Town Report received second place 
award in our population group in the State Town Report 
Competition. A list of all winners is printed in this town 
report to show you which towns we are competing with. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation for the 
continued cooperation of all Town Officials and Employees.

It is with great pleasure that I submit this report to 
the Citizens of Mapleton. 

The Mapleton Fire Department has certainly had a 
full and busy year, and I also might add very fortunate. 
Our property loss has been very small and we have had 
no serious injuries or loss of life. 

Your Town has had fire protection 24 hours a day this 
past year. This has been accomplished through our “red 
line” telephone system. We have six of these phones which 
receive only fire calls. Starting in the Spring, we appoint 
one well qualified fireman to ‘stand by” one of these ‘red 
line” phones from Saturday noon until Sunday night. 
This system is carried through until we feel it is no longer 
necessary in the Fall, at which time there are always plenty 
of firemen around. 

We have taken on six new members this past year. We 
have also started an Honorary Member list. This is for 
our long faithful members who no longer wish to remain 
on the active list. 

This past year we have had 13 Fire Drills, including 
a Forestry School, which consisted of three different 
fields. Our attendance on this school was very good. 

Also for your protection, through “Mutual Aid” we 
have an agreement with the Presque Isle Fire Department 
for “stand by” on fighting equipment. This we have used 
several times, to a great advantage. We were pleased to 
repay some of these favors at the “Porter Block” fire. 

To further your protection, we thank our Civil Defense 
Director, Charles Finnemore and Assistant Director, Paul 
Greenier and our town officials, for their efforts in obtain- 
ing a 5,000 gallon tank trailer and a 1953 - L200 Inter- 
national tractor to haul this tank. This truck and trailer 
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need some repairs to get them ready to serve you. We are 
in hopes to get this unit in service this coming’ spring. 
This piece of equipment has long been needed, as you 
know, water supply is very limited. With this equipment 
we bring our water ‘supply with us. This can be a big 
advantage especially in the country. 

In this coming year, I would like to ask the cooperation 
of each Citizen of the Town of Mapleton. This can best 
be done by removing all fire hazards around your property. 
Please do not wait to be told by your Fire Department, 
correct them now. We need your cooperation.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


A generalized public health nursing program has been 
carried out in Mapleton during the year 1962. This program 
is under the direction of the Public Health Nursing Divi- 
sion of the State of Maine Department of Health and 
Welfare. 

The primary aims of a public health nursing program 
are prevention of disease, promotion of health, and re- 
habilitative measures. To achieve these aims the nurse 
works aS a member of a health team. Other members of 
this team are the physician, the school personnel, the 
town officials, the volunteers, and the personnel of other 
agencies. The nurse centers her work around the patient, 
the family, and the community. In the school health pro- 
gram, She is a liaison person between the school and the 
home. In the care of the ill or disabled patient, she receives 
medical direction from the patient’s physician. 

Many home visits were made during the year to give 
service to patients and families in Mapleton. The home 
visit is the core of public health nursing. In the school 
health program audiometric tests for hearing were done 
on all children in grade five, and others who were referred 
by the teachers. In a number of cases, children with vision 
defects were referred through their physicians to the Divi- 
sion of Eye Care and Special Services, Department of 
Health and Welfare. 

Four immunization clinics were held in Mapleton with 
230 children from Mapleton, Chapman, and Castle Hill 
attending. The number of children who completed their 
immunization is presented below:

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Report on Mouth Health Project 


JULY — 1962 


To the Towns of Mapleton, Castle Hill and Chapman: 

The annual sodium fluoride program has recently been 
carried out by a registered dental hygienist from the Divi- 
sion of Dental Health. The program was completed in 16 
days. 

Children of this fall’s second, fifth and eighth grades 
were offered sodium fluoride applications for the partial 
prevention of dental decay with 69 school children accept- 
ing. Also 27 three vear olds were included. At the comple- 
tion of the program reports were sent to the parents in- 
forming them of the condition of their child’s mouth. 

The following observations were revealed: 

1. 30 children visit the dentist regularly every six 
months. Regularity in dental visits is an important part 
in the maintenance of mouth health. 

2. 37 children said they brushed regularly twice a day. 
Brushing well each day after every meal and snack reduces 
the decay attack rate. 

3. 34 children had no visible signs of active decay. 

Reduction of sweets which do not provide proper build- 
ing materials to maintain good general health and which 
bacteria turn into an acid that attacks tooth enamel is 
also important. 

This annual program has shown improvement each 
year and certainly is a credit to those who have given their 
cooperation and assistance. 

The dental hygienists wish to thank all that have made 
the program a SUCCESS.

“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting 
notifications in some public place in town, or shall notify 
them, in such other way, as the town directs, to make and 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls and all 
their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt from 
taxation, of which they were possessed on the Ist day of 
April of the same year. If any resident owner after such 
notice, or any non-resident owner after being personally 
requested thereto by the assessors does not bring in such 
list, he is thereby barred of his right for any abatement of 
his taxes, unless he offers such list with his application and 
satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the appoint- 
ed time. The request upon non-resident owners may be 
proved by a notice sent by mail direct to the last known 
eddress of the taxpayer or given by any other method that 
brings notice home to the taxpayer.”’

No exemptions on polls and estates shall be al!owed in
